THE UNION PACIFIC STEA 


In 1862 the Ogress of the United 


Stetee, presumably in the interest of 


gold ptess of the country In its triple 
Bommersanlt efforts to claim every- 
thing that presents iisslf as an evidence 
of good times under Republican ml*, 
would get itself tangled up with the 
yellow fever epidemic prevailing in the 
South and claim it as a part of the 
MoKinley wave. 


the "building of a continuous line of 
railroad from the Missouri river to 
tide water in California. 
To aid m 


the construction of the road the Gov- 
ernment granted to the railroad com- 
paniea alternate sections of tho public 
domain for twenty miles on each side 
of the road. 
In addition the Govern- 


ment guaranteed the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest of bonds to the 
amount of $48,000 per mile in the 
mountains, $36,000 per mile in the foot- 
hills and $16,000 per mile in the valleys. 
In 1864 the Government relinquished a 
flrst mortgage which it held aa secur- 
ity for the payment of bonds and in- 
tense and took a second mortgage on 
the roads. 
The greater part of the 


bonds are now due and the Govern- 
ment, which paid the interest on the 
bonds annually, redeems the bonds as 
they mature. 
An effort on the part of 


the companies to get Congress to re- 
fund the indebtedness of the compan- 
ies to the Government has met with 
determined opposition from the people 
and the Union Pacific has baen making 
terms with the Government for the 
purchase of the public lien on the 
road. 
The company owes the Govern- 


ment $53,000,000, principal nnd interest, 
paid out of the public treasury to the 
bondholders. 
In addition to this the 


company owes about $33,000,000 on 
flrst mortgage bonds, making the en- 
tire debt about $86,000,000. 
It pro- 


poses to pay the Government $28,000,- 
000 for the $53,000,000 claim and then 
capitalize the road for $236,000,000 and 
issue stock for that amount. 
It is re- 


ported at Washington that President 
MoKinley and Attorney General Mc- 
Kenua have consented to accept the 
offer^f $28,000,000 made by the Union 
Pacific for the $53,000,000 which it owes 
the Government. 


It seems that the time has come 


when the Government is so completely 
under the control of corporate power 
that the Administration does not hesi- 
tate to give $25,000,000 of the peoples' 
money to a corporation without so 
much as saying by your leave. The 
property of the Union Pacific is valued 
by the Reorganization Committee of 
tae company at $233,000,000, yet it la 
expected that the Government will dis- 
pose of its lien on the property for 
$25,000,000 less than the actual cash 
which it paid out lor interest on and 
redemption of bonds for the payment 
of which the Government was security. 
To this complexion has it come at 
last tbat trusts and syndicates, by 
electing their henchmen to office, con- 
trol the various departments of the 
Government and conduct public affairs 
to suit themselves and for their own 
profit, wholly ignoring the interests of 
the people.

The MoKinley administration has 


had the management of government 
affairs for a littla over six months and 
while it is claimed by the Republicans 
that prosperity ia beginning to mani- 
fest itielf all over this broad land, 
borne things are happening that when 
the time arrives for the balancing 
up of accounts, it will look very much 
as if the much talked of prosperity 
boom was a false entry on the Repub- 
lican ledger, crediting that party with 
a factitious balance that if called upon 
to produce, will amount to nothing. 


While admitting that a few manu- 


factories and mills have bi-'en opened 
during tho brief period of McKinley'e, 
ruled by Hanna, administration, this 
pride of the party is fully offoet by the 
closing of the mines and quartz mills 
in tho silver producing States. Other 
epnrts of prosperity that are apparent 
in the agricultural and live stock cen- 
ters of the country are offset by the 
great strike in the coal producing dis- 
tricts of the East and South. It is 
hardly necessary to mention the short- 
age of crops in foreign lands aa a rea- 
ipn for the temporary wave of pros- 
perity in certain localities. Sufficient 
causes can be found within onr own 
boundaries and a glance will show that 
where one locality or class of trade is 
comparatively easy, another is cramped 
v.ith Httie prospect of improvement. 


But how can the Republicans recon- 


cile the following with their claims of 
prosperity ? Within six months the 
Dingley tariff bill, the long promised 
salvation for the country, was passed, 
It has been in operation a little over a 
month and there is a deficit ci $25,000,- 
000 or the Government expenditures 
have exceeded the revenues to that 
amount after one month's trial of the 


law. 
A bond issue will bo necessary if 


this continues for only a few months. 
And now MeKinley has given bis con- 
sent to a compromise measure, by 
which the Union PaoifloReorganization 
Committee will secure control of the 
Union Pac flo Railroad at a low figure 
and the Government lose another $25,- 
000,000. It is quite probable that a 
similar settlement will be made with 
the Central Pacific system and there 
will be another large loss. At this rate 
before the MoKinley combination will 
have managed matters for the short 
period of a year there is a pretty good 
prospect that the country will be owned, 
if it is not already, by the bondholders. 
Can anybody figure out any very great 
degree of prosperity from this outlook?

The question of tan and sunburn,

Contrary to 
the former popular belief that sunburn 
was due to the heat of the sun, it has 
now been, shown that it is the sun's light 
chiefly which affects the skin. That 
severe sunburn may be produced with- 
out beat has been proved by the fact 
that persons exposed tto strong sunlight 
an the tops of mountains at extremely 
low temperatures have been burned 
just as if they had undergone the sun's 
heart, as well. 'Alpine-travelers and those j 
who have talcen long journeys over the | w 
enow have had the experience of being 
painfully burned toy the reflected light 
from t"he white, glittering surface, and 
sunburn from reflections on the water 
is equally well known. That heat alone 
does not produce the effect is clear from 
mnny evidences. Persons exposed to 
the high temperatures which prevail in 
bhe firerooms of ocean steamers, in deep 
mines and other places, do not become

flic red ones. (While, which allows all 
rays to pass through- it, is practically 
like no screen at all.) This experience 
wruld indicate that red -\eils, for in- 
stance, would beithe best to protect the 
face, and thnt, the old-ftishioned blue 
seils worn u few j rais ugo were of the 
most n ndt-1. liable pal or possible. 


That pan of the skin whi<'h receives 


thp chemical action of'the light rays so 
as to produce sunburn, tan, or freckles 
iath« pigment, or coloring inntiter. Thas 
varies grea'tly in sensitiveness in dif-

others. Just why some people burn red 
while others freckle or tan, does nlol 
seem to be dennStiely known. Doctors 
usually say that the difference is due 
merely to the varylngqualitiies of skins 
Generally, after months of exposure 
to the sun,'any skin becomes hardenec 
to Its effects, takes on a permanen 
brown or 'bronze color, and is no 
changed thereafter by any amount 01 
additional exposure.

In connection with the subject of the

;he Roentgen rays have caused-some 
thing almost precisely like sunburn 
Persons who have exposed their hands 
or any pfirt of their bodies tor a con 
siderablo length of time to the power 
tul electric rays (have observed the sen 
eaitions and compared, them to an1 acute 
form of burn from sunlight. It seems 
to poinlt m a close relationship between 
the two rind to support the modern 
theory ot sunburn here described,—N
